Corncll Professor Says It Is 
flammable Solid and Most 
Sensitive to Light. 


By the AsSociated Press. 

ITHACA, N. Y., Oct. 15.—The 
discovery that the missing element, 
No. 87, is a solid, highly inflam- 
mable and the most sensitive ele- 
ment to light thus far known, was 
announced at Cornell University 
today. 

A small quantity of the element 
has been found in samarskite, a 
lustrous velvet black mineral, by 
Prof. Jacob Papish., 


There are only 92 Known ele- 
ments in the earth. The presence of 
other materials in stars has Leen 
suspected, but the bulk of avail- 
able evidence points to the 92 
which compose the earth as being 
everything of which creation was 
originally made. 

Only two elements have been 
‘*missing,”” Nos. 87 and 85. A few 
months ago at Alabama Polytech- 
nic Institute; Dr. Fred Allison an- 
nounced that he had signs show- 
ing the existenge of these elements’ 
in minute quantities in some of the 
earth’s compounds. 

The discovery of ,the nature of 
No. 87 by Dr. Papish. was mad: 
with aid of the spectroscope, an 
instrument which analyzes and 


jidentifies atoms and elements by 


the use of light. Dr. Papish is 
professor of spectroscopy.

Jacob Gould Schurman Jr., as- 
sociate counsel, assisted by the 
committee’s accountants, recon- 
structed the transactions, it was 
learned, from a scrutiny of about 
15 bank and brokerage accounts 
in Sherwood’s name, now in pos- 
session of the committee. 

Scrutiny of these accounts is be- 
ing continued and an effort is be- 
ing made to find other accounts of 
Sherwood. 

The committee was been unable 
to find Sherwood to question him, 
and Seabury has publicly charged 
that Mayor Walker has been in- 
strumental in keeping him out of 
the cOmmittee’s jurisdiction. 


Deputy Banked $662,000. 

Seabury, at the Committee hear- 
ing yesterday put a meek, mild- 
mannered man of 70, Under Sheriff 
Peter J. Curran, on the stand. Cur- 
ran testified that he deposited more 
than $662,000 in the bank over a 
period of six years. 

When asked to explain these de- 

posits, Curran, who is president of 
the Tammany club of which his 
superior, Sheriff Farley, is the 
leader, said he got money from a 
livery business, an undertaking es- 
tablishment, rents from a garage 
and cashing checks for everybody 
in the neighborhood. This, he ex- 
plained, showed why so much 
money was deposited. 
The witness said the annual prof- 
it from an undertaking business he 
rums did not amount to more than 
25,000 during those years, and his 
annual salary was only $7500. 

Deposits of Other Leaders. 
Four other Democratic leaders, 
three in Manhattan and one in 
Brooklyn, had deposits totaling 
about $1,000,0007 although their 
total salaries were about a third of 
that. Seabury sought to show that 
they received incomes elsewhere, 
and publicly accused one of the 
men, Sheriff Farley, during ~ the 
public hearings of evading the 
truth about his funds. 

In another part of the city yes- 
terday a Supreme Court Justice 
ruled that a bus operator subpe- 
naed by a subcommittee of the in- 
quiry board must answer questions 
put to him in private by the inves- 
tigators. Both Tammany § Hall 
leaders and members of the Hof- 
stadter Committee had looked on 
the case as a test of the commit- 
tee’s power to conduct “closed door 
hearings.” A number of Tammany 
district leaders have refused to ap- 
pear at such sessions, claiming they 
were unconstitutional. Supreme 
Court Justice Edward Glennon in 
his ruling said there could be no 
question of the power of the legis- 
lative to pass “‘a resolution giving a 
subcommittee of one the power to 
sit, take testimony and report.” 


RASKOB GIVES DEMOCRATS 
$100;000 FOR 1932 CAMPAIGH 


“Full and Final Contribution” Made 
Because of “My Belief in 
the Cause.” 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—John J. 
Raskob, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, has con- 
tributed $100,000 to the party's 
$1,560,000 1932 campaign fund, 
John W. Davis, general chairman 
of the drive, announced today. 

Davis gave out for publication 
a letter which accompanied the 
gift, in which Raskob. wrote, “This 
must represent my full and final 
contribution to this fund.” 

“It is given gladly,” he added, 
“because of my belief in the cause 
to which I have already contribut- 
ed very heavily in time and 
m-*ey.” 

Raskob in his letter stated that 
during the two and a half years 


'\ he had “‘personally assumed respon- 


sibility for seeing to it that the 
N«tional Committee should be able 
to function effectively.”’

$327,000 IN SX 
YEARS GAMBLING 


Bookmaker Testifies at 
Florida Track Alone 
Gangster Dropped $110,- 
000—$10,000 at a Time. 


DEFENSE FAILS IN 
EVERY MOTION 


Unable to Have Single Bit 
of Government Evidence 


Stricken — Al’s Counsel 
Rests Case. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 15.—Defeated in 


their every attempt to have Govern 
men testimony excluded and to ob 
tain a direct verdict of acquittal, Al 
Capone's lawyers formally rested 
their case in the gangster’s income- 
tax trial at 3 p. m. today. 

After having tried to show that 


Capone was a horse-race gambler 
who lost $327,000 in six years, de- 
fense attorneys flooded Federal 
Judge James H. Wilkerson’s court 
with technical motions and argu- 
ments, but they were unable to hav 
a single bit of significant evidence 
stricken from the records. 

Motions for a directed verdict of 
acquittal, for an order to compel 
the Government to produce certain 
grand jury testimony and witnesses, 
for the striking of some of the 23 
counts against Capone, and for the 
exclusion of a large part of the 
Government's testimony and many 
of its exhibits were all denied by 
the Court. 

To Go to Jury Saturday. 

Judge Wilkerson ordered the 
Government to begin its final argu- 
ment this afternoon. Each side 
was allotted four hours, and Judge 
Wilkerson said he would expect to 
give the case to the jury some time 
Saturday. 

As final arguments began, the 
case remained as it had been pre- 
sented in six days of Government 
testimony and a day and a half of 
testimony by defense witnesses. 

Government evidence attempted 
to prove that Capone once admitted 
a tax liability and offered to settle 
on a four-year income of $266,000, 
that he received $80,000 in tele- 
graphic money orders while wih- 
tering in Florida; that he admitted 
ownership of a gambling house 
that netted as much as $300,000 a 
year, and that he spent money lav- 
ishly wherever he went. 

For the defense, eight book- 
makers who had the coveted Ca- 
pone account from 1924 to 1929, 
estimated the gang chief race bet 
losses at about $327,000... Capone 
did not take the witness stand. 
Attorney Fink of the defense 
said when refused all pleas that 
he had “no illusion about what is 
going to happen in this case until 
it reaches the United States Su- 
preme Court.” 


Bad Luck in Florida. 

The bad luck of the gangster 
grew to such proportions that he 
lost $110,000 in one 48-day Florida 
race meeting in 1929, said Clarence 
(Bud) Gentry, itinerant. bookmak- 
er and former partner of Capone. 
Added to losses previously estimat- 
ed by other bookmaker witnesses, 
this brought the total losses to 
$327,000 from 1924 to 1929. The 
defense holds that such . losses 
should be deducted from taxable 
income. / 

Capone had a 60 per cent inter- 
est in his “beok” at the Hialeah 
race track at.Miami in 1929, Gen- 
try testified. Profits of the “book’’ 
were placed by the witness at not 
more than $22,000. 

But Capone himself was a heavy 
plunger, betting as much as $10,000 
at a time and “hardly ever win- 
ning,” Gentry continued. Asked 
if the gangster made a net profit 
or loss on the meeting, the wit- 
ness smiled, shook his head slow- 
ly and said with emphasis, “he 
lost.’’ 

Stud Poker Losses Barred. 

The defense attempted to intro- 
duce into the records figures on 
some of Capone's stud poker losses. 
Gentry said he played with Ca- 
pone once and saw several other 
games in which Capone lost, but 
Judge Wilkerson refused to allow 
him to give any figures, saying “the 
defendant might have won a hun- 
dred times When this witness was 
not present.” 

Gentry was asked by the defense 


jto describe the manner of enter- 


tainment at Capone's Florida 
home, not far from the Hialeah 
track. He said “there were always 
jots of people around, some of them 
newspaper men and sporting peo- 
ple, prize fighters, baseball play- 
ers and the like.” 

Capone would bet 10 or 15 times 
every day he went to the track, 
Gentry said. Sometimes he would 
back two or three horses in one 
race. 

“He lost so much money that fi-

MARSHAL PETAIN 
REACHES U.§. FOR 
YORKTOWN FETE 


French Party, Headed by 
Hero of Verdun, Arrives 


Two Warships. 


PERSHING AT DOCK 
TO GREET HIM 


Visiting Craft to Join With 
51 American Ships in 
4-Day Celebration of 
Washingion’s Victory. 


By the Associated Press. 

OLD POINT COMFORT, Va., Oct. 
15.—Marshal Henri Petain, head 
of the French delegation to the 


celebration of the 150th anniver- 
sary of the surrender of Yorktown, 
landed on historic Virginia soil to- 
day and was greeted in the name 
of the United States Government 
by Gen. John J. Pershing, one’ of 
his friends and associates in the 
World War. 

“The savior of Verdun” and a 

distinguished group of descend- 
ants of George Washington's 
French comrades in the Revolu- 
tionary War battle of 1781, came 
ashore in two taunches from the 
cruisers Duquesne and Suffren. 
They had been escorted to this port 
earlier in the day by the American 
cruisers Augusta, Chester and Pen- 
sacola. 
Gen. Pershing was the first to 
greet the Marshal of France, who 
smilingly saluted the A. E. F. coim- 
mander 20 yards from the dock 
while standing in an Admiral’s 
barge. Pershing, in khaki, re- 
turned the salute and grasped the 
Marshal’s hand in greeting as he 
stepped to the’ quay. *% 

Ceremony Is Broadcast. 

As the distinguished group pcsed 
for photographers Gen. Pershing 
turned to his companion of the 
Western front and said: 

“On behalf of the President of 
the United States and on my own 
behalf, it is my great pleasure to 
welcome you this day to American 
soil.” 

Petain replied in French and the 
Marquis de Chambrun, = direct 
descendant of Gen. Lafayette, in- 
terpreted his words as the radio 
carried them over a chain of sta- 
tions. | 

The Marshal said: “In landing 
on American il it is indeed for 
me a great pleasure to be wel- 
comed in the name of the Ameri- 
can Government by y:u, Dear Gen- 
eral. In turn, I convey to the 
American Government and to the 
American people the salute of 
France.” 

A 17-gun salute from the Du- 
quesne roared out over Hampton 
Roads to signal the coming ashore 
of the party. The guns of Fortress 
Monroe replied. 

Dressed in a sky-blue uniform 
with red cap topped with sold 
braid, and black shoes with gold 
spurs, Marshal Petain made a strik- 
ing picture as the United States 
Army Band played a French march 
and a detachment of the Twelfth 
Cavalry from Fortress Monroe 
stood at attcntion.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—The 


United States Government is mak- 
ing an effort to have Japan with- 
draw objections to proposed Amer- 
ican participation in efforts by the 
League of Nations to establish 
peace in Manchuria. 

State Department officials said 
today American participation in 
the League of Nations Council’s 
discussions on the Manchurian 
crisis would depend upon the na- 
ture of the invitation. ‘Thefe were 
strong indications, however, that 
acceptance was in prospect. . 

Informed of the Japanese stand. 
Secretary of State Stimson today 
called in Ambassador Debuchi of 
Japan and explained to him the 


status which ‘ Prentiss Gilbert, 
American Consu!-General at 
Geneva, would have if he partici- 
pated in the League’s discussions. 

Gilbert’s part would be that of 
an observer to help efforts by the 
League to invoke the Kellogg- 

jriand pact for the renunciation 
of war. 

The Secretary of State explained 
the American representative at 
Geneva would not participate in 
any procedure under the League 
covenant’s instruments to avert 
war. The Ambassador is commun- 
icating this information to his 
Government. 

The Japanese position in the 
Manchurian trouble, as outlined to 
the American Government by the 
Ambassador, is that Japan will 
withdraw its troops to a point with- 
in the railway zone at:‘any mo- 
ment that guarantees are given for 
the safcty of Japanese lives and 
property in the sections no™ occu- 
pied; that military measures so far 
taken are of a defensive nature and 
that war with China is unthinkable. 

Upon leaving the State DVepart- 
ment, the Ambassador emphatical- 
ly denied that any communication 
to Tokio from the American Gov- 
ernment had not been published 
because of its tenor. 

“Only one formal communica- 
tion has been received from the 
American Government and it has 
been published,” the Ambassador 
said. He referred to a note sent 
to both Japan and China early in 
the dispute urging that hostilities 
cease.

The decision to ask for assistance 
from the United States came at the 
end of a two-hour private meeting 
and after two days of conversa- 
tions, but the Japanese opposition 
continued to the end. 

It was acmitted in league circles 
that the council was within its 
rights in asking for America’s co- 
operation whatever the outcome. 
Such an invitation would be based 
on the Briand-Kellogg peace pact, 
the sponsors of which are con- 
nected with league activities, 

The unprecedented participation 
of a non-member in the league's 
deliberations was regarded as pos- 
ing several delicate questions as to 
such a nation’s responsibilities, 
rights and relations to members. 

An examination of the league's 
machinery for enforcing its deci- 
sions in the event that Japan final- 
ly rejects its intervention disclosed 
that Article 16 of the covenent 
provides for sanctions both of a 
military and economic nature, 

It was recognized that no mem- 
ber of the league would consider 
using military force to bring Japan 
to terms and that economic pres- 
sure was the only possible alterna- 
tive. Many observers doubted 
seriously, however, whether any 
nation would agree to a’ boycott 
or a severance of trade relations. 

The fact that all countries are 
heavily depressed economically led 
to the conclusion that any inter- 
ferénce with the normal commer- 
cial relations of thé Asiatic coun- 
try would inténsifly her own trou- 


bles if not those of alj mations do- 


ing business with her. The boy- 
cott of Japanese goods in China 
was cited as proof ‘of this premise.

Funeral services for William H. 
Williams, chairman of the board 
and president of the Wabash Rail- 
way Co., who died of heart dis- 
ease in his rooms at the Coronado, 
Hotel yesterday afternoon, will be 
held from the Fifth Avenue Pres- 
byterian Church in New York City, 
at 11 o’clock Saturday morning. 

The body left St. Louis at 9:30 
o’clock this morning on a special 
train over the Wabash. 

Mr. Williams, who was 57 years 
cld, had been chairman of, the 
board of the Wabash since 1915, 
ond was chosen president of the 
road on Sept. 10, to succeed James 
E. Taussig of St. Louis, who re- 
signed to devote himself to per- 
sonal affairs. 

Since he became president, Mr. 
Williams had made several visits 
to St. Louis and arrived here last 
week to make a tour of inspection 
over the lines. He returned to the 
city Tuesday from the tour and be- 
came ill yesterday morning. 

Mr. Williams lived at 920 Fifth 
avenue, Néw York, with his wife, 
Mrs, Belle G. Williams. In addi- 
tion to his city residence, he main- 
tained a large farm at Lyon Moun- 
tain, N. Y¥., where he engaged in 
raising Guernsey cattle. An cx- 
hi>it of 40 cattle from his farm 1s 
one of the largest groups at the 
National Dairy Show at The Aresa

Born in Ohio. 
A native of Athens, O., Mr. Wil- 
liams owas educated in public 


schools at Toledo and at a private 
institution at Beaver Falls, Pa. He 
was 16 years Qld when he took a 
position as cashier in the freight 
station of the Pennsylvania Lines 
at Toledo. He held various posi- 
tions with the Pennsylvania, the 
Columbus, Hocking Valley & Tole- 
do, and the Pittsburg & Lake Erie 
Railroads, in the re cag years 

In 1901 he be@anft a tant sec- 
retary of the road and aSsistant to 
the general manager of the Bal- 
timore & Ohio Railroad, holding 
that position for three years. Dur- 
ing 1904 he was superintendent of 
freight transportation for the Fris- 
co Railroad and the Chicago & 
Eastern Illinois Railroad. 

In 1905 he went to Pittsburg, 
where he was traffic manager for 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association and the Chamber of 
Commerce. From 1907 to 1915 he 
held executive .offices with the 
Delaware & Hudson Railroad, and 
in 1915, following the reorganiza- 
tion of the Wabash, was elected 
chairman of the board of that 
line. 

His career from 1896 to 1915 
was closely allied with that of L. 
F. Loree, president of the Delaware 
& Hudson Railroad, under whom 
he was vice president of that road. 
Mr. Williams was subsequently 
identified with Loree’s plan for a 
fifth trunk line to the East built 
around the Wabash, the Lehigh 
Valley ana the Delaware & Hudson 
lines. 

Plan Abandoned in 1927 


Loree abandoned his. plan in 
1927, selling control in the Wabash 


and Lehigh Valley to the Pennsyl-{ 


vania. In 1929, in the _ face of 
strong opposition, Mr. Williams as 
chairman of the board of the 
Wabash presented a trunk line 
plan similar to that of Loree, in 
which the Wabash asked permis- 
sion of the Interstate Commnierce 
Commission to acquire nine other 
lines, principally the Western Mary- 
land, the Pittsburg & West Vir- 
ginia and the. Wheeling & Lake 
Erie. Although the plan failed to 
gain support, and was later with- 
drawn by the Wabash, it attracted 
national attention to Mr. Williams. 

In 1924, while he was still chair- 
man of the Wabash, Mr. Williams 
was made chairman of the board 
of the Missouri Pacific Railroad, 
holding th&t office until 19, when 
he was replaced by oO. P. Van 
Sweringen, who with a group of 
associates had acquired eontrol of 
the Missouri Pacific through a 
holding company. 

Mr. Williams was a director of 
the Chemical Bank & Trust Co. 
of New York, of the Warren Pipe 
& Foundry Co., and of a number 
of organizations affiliated with 
the railroads in which he was in- 
terested.

Tokio’s Reply Withheld. 

Because of this the Tokio Gov- 
ernment withheld its reply pending 
receipt of Yoshkizawa’s messages in 
full and sent instructions to the 
Geneva delegatio~ to do its utmost 
to ,persuade League offictals to 
ahandon their proposals for actual 
participation by the United States, 

The Tokio Government adopted 
the view that an unfavorable im- 
pression already had been made 
upon the Japanese generally by 
Secretary of State Stimson’s note 
to the League on Oct. 9 advising 
it to “in no way fail to assert all 
the pressure of authority within its 
competence” toward a settlement 
of the trouble. 

The foreign office 
characterized this as “politically 
unfortunate indeed.” Japanese of- 
ficials apparently considered the 
Stimson note “unreasonably harsh

BETHLEREM STEEL 
)\AND SHEET & TUBE 
MERGER CANCELED 


Eugene G. Grace An- 
nounces Abandonment of 


Contract to Combine With 
Youngstown Company. 


By the Associated Press, 
NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—Eugene 


G. Grace, president of Bethlehem 
Steel Corporation, today announced 
the merger contract between Beth- 
lehem ard Youngstown Sheet and 
Tube Co. had been cariceled. 

Grace said that due to changed 
conditions it was deemed imprac- 
ticable to carry out the contract 
made in March, 1930, for merging 
the two companiés and that Beth- 


lehem had exercised its option to 
cancel the contract. The contract, 
Grace said, had been ,extended 
from time to time by agreement of 
the parties in the hope that condi- 
tions would justify consummation 
of what both thought to be a sound 
understanding. 

Market changes in the common 
stock of both corporations since the 
merger was blocked by injunction 
more than a year ago had altered 
the situation to such an extent that 
many stockholders who fought the 
consolidation favored a dissolution 
of the injunction. On Oct. 26, the 
Appellate Court in Ohio is to rule 
on whether the injunction shouid 
be upheld or dissolved. 

Eighteen months ago, the entire 
plan was formulated by boards of 
directors, financiers, legal leaders 
and the courts. They dealt with 
prevailing prices. 

When the merger contract was 
made, Bethlehem common was 
while Steel 
& Tube common was about $125. 
Bethlehem agreed to give one and 
one-third shares of its stock for 
each share of Sheet & Tube. Stock- 
holders of the latter firm who re- 
fused to accept were offered by 
their own company an alternative 
$110 a share in cash. Many set 
upward of $160 a share as their 
price, instead of $110. Bethlehem 
common is now about $28, while 
Sheet & Tube common is quoted 
around $23. 


Youngstown to Pay $1,700,000 in 
Back Dividends.

YOUNGSTOWN, 0O., Oct. 15.— 
Youngstown Sheet & Tube stock- 
holders who opposed the merger of 
their company with the Bethlehem 
Steel Corporation will receive about 
$1,700,000 in back dividends. This 
was announced by Sheet & Tube 
officers today on receiving word of 
the cancellation of the billion dol- 
lar merger contract. 

A statement said: 

“The Youngstown Sheet &-« Tube 
Co. has received, under date of Oct. 
13, 1931, a notice from Bethlehem 
Steel Corporation that it has elect- 
ed to cancel the contract of March 
12, 1930, under which it was at- 
tempted to merge the two compa- 
nies. We are advised by our coun- 
sel that this action is within the 
rights of Bethlehem Steel Corpora- 
tion. 

“The directors of the Youngs- 
town Sheet & Tube Co. naturaily 
regret that a plan which they bhe- 
lieve was und -still would be con- 
structive for both companies and 
for the general situation could rot 
be carried out. 

“In view of the cancellation of 
the contract by- Bethlehem Steel 
Corporation, the board of directors 
of the Youngstown Sheet & Tub: 
Co. ordered dividends, hitherto 
withheld, to be paid as soon as dis- 
senting stockholders can establish 
their rights to receive the same. 
The amount involved for immediate 
disbursement is approximately ¢1,- 
700,000. This sum, of course, hus 
been set aside by the Sheet & Tube 
Co. as a special fund and is in 
hand as available cash." , 


3 MONTREAL BROKERAGE FIRMS

- LIKELY TO WEAKEN UNIONS 


Convention Reaffirms Stand: for 2.75 Pct. 
Beer, but Refuses to Declare for Re-

VANCOUVER, B. C., Oct. 15.— 
The American Federation of Labor 
reaffirmed its stand today for ie- 
galization of 2.76 per cent beer at 
the coming session of Congress. 

William Green was re-elected 
president of the Federation by ac- 
clamation. He was unopposed and 
his election was attended by a wild 
outburst of enthusiasm. 

Two motions which attempted to 
obtain the Federation's su) port for 
repeal of the Volstead act and the 
eighteenth amendment’ were de- 
feated. The Executive Council's 
recommendation for beer was 
adopted without debate. 

Prohibition Resolution. 

The report of the Resolutions 
Committee on Prohibition was in 
part as follows: 

“In the light of, and in keeping 
with the declarations of previous 
conventions of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor on the subject of the 
prohibition laws, your committee 
recommends approval of the section 
of the report of the Executive 
Council, entitled, ‘Modification Vol- 
stead Act.’ 

“Because of the great progress 
made in furthering the end desired 
by such modification, your commit- 
tee deems it unwise for the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor at this 
time to consider any other policy, 
procedure or proposal which may 
prove harmful to the progress thus 
far made.” 

Edward Flore, international 
president of the Hotel Workers 
and Beverage Dispensers’ Alliance, 
first moved to substitute for the 
Executive Council’s report resolu- 
tions advocating repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment. 

Flore was ruled out of order by 
President Green. Then Flore 
moved for a division of the com- 
mittee’s report on the prohibition 
question to make it possible for 
the delegates to agree with the 
committee in: principle and still 
urge repeal of the amendment. He 
was overwhelmingly voted down. 

Other Convention Actions, 

The convention proceeded at once 
with other business. The Federal 
employment service was indorsed, 
compulsory military training in the 
public schools was opposed, the 
greatest possible restrictions on 
immigration urged for protection 
of United States and Canadian 
workers, and approval of Philip- 
pine independence reaffirmed in 
rapid-fire order. 

The convention unanimously 
adopted the report of the Resolu- 
tions Committee commending the 
Executive Council of the Federa- 
tion for its work opposing cancel- 
lation of war debts until’ for2gin 
nations clean house. 

Support was pledged to the bit- 
uminous coal mine workers who 
are seeking a universal wage rate. 

Without debate the Federation 
also iudonted the recummendation 
of the Resolutions Committee »to 
refer the controversy over labor 
conditions and wages at Hoover 
Dam to the Executive Council with 
broad powers to act as it see: fit. 
If necessary the Executive Council 
was instructed to ask for a con- 
gressional inquiry. 

The convention reaffirmed the 
non-partisan political policy of the 
Federation and urged close exam- 
ination of ‘didates for public of- 
fice in resard to their attitude of 


bor is interested. 

In the election of officers Frank 
Duffy unanimously was chosen first 
vice president.

Tvo High a Price. 

Green asserted attempts to ob- 
tain compulsory unemployment in- 
surance at this time would be dis- 
astrous and that labor would have 
to pay too high a price for such 
legislation. 

“We cannot have unemployment 
insurance without surrendering 
part of our liberty,” Green assert- 
ed. “We cannot have unéemploy- 
ment insurance without employ- 
ment exchanges which would com- 
pel union workers to accept em- 
ployment in nbdn-union shops or 
lose their unemploymsnt insurance. 

“Unemployment insurance means 
registration of workers. You 
would have to subject yourselves 
to the control of the employment 
exchanges.” 

Green said he felt “so strongly 
about the plight of the idle mil- 
lions,” that he was “willing to do 
almost anything to gbtain relief.” 

“I am wiling to go before Con- 
gress demanding in the strongest 
terms that the wealth of the 
United States be appropriated in 
this great emergency to relieve dis- 
tress and feed the hungry.’”’ 

“If we weaken and exchange our 
union for this plan we are to blame 


if our union movement is de- 
stroyed,” he said. “We can do 
many things if we continue 


to organize. How can we if we 
strike a blow at ourselves? Let us 
not weaken our economic power. 
Let us make ourselves strong be- 
fore we experiment with something 
that will destroy our trades union 
movement.” 


“Should Demand Help.” 


Daniel J. Tobin, head of the 
Teamsters’ Union, suggested that 
the Federation should “go to the 
political parties and demand that 
they do something for labor.” 

“Call it anything you like,” he 
said, “unemployment finance fund 
or insurance, it doesn’t make any 
difference. 

“Haven't we enough brains to 
sugg west something to relieve starva- 
tion? If capital won't give the 
workers the necessities of life, the 
workers will take it from them by 
force. 

“Where would we get the money? 
About 60 days ago a financial 
crisis developed in Europe and our 
President called a conference of 
his experts. In a few hours, with 
a few strokes of the pen, the Pres- 
ident gave away $240,000,006 to 
Europe while millions were starv- 
ing here. 

“Two weeks ago there was a 
crisis on Wall street and several 
New York bankers were called to 
the White House and an hour later 
$500,000,000 had been pledged.” 

Street Car Chief Speaks.

OF MOVIE STOCK 


O. J. Anderson at Skouras 
Bros.’ Bankruptcy Hear- 
ing Tells of Bargain He 
Made With Harry Koplar. 


Oliver J. Anderson, a broker, 
who was a director of Skouras 
Bros. Enterprises, movie operators, 
before Warner Bros. Pictures, Inc., 
bought that concern in 1928, tes- 
tified yesterday in the receiver- 
ship suit against Skouras Bros. 


about hi sunsuccessful effort to 
have holders of Skouras. preferred 
as well as common stock consid- 
ered in the deal. 
Warner Bros. since have acquired 
much of the preferred or “A” 
stock, which has declined greatly in 
value, but the original purchase 
was of the common or “B” stock, 
virtually all of which was held by 
directors of Skouras Bros. 
At a meeting of t “larger 
stock holders’’—meaning thiefly the 
directors—when the deal was under 
consideration, Anderson testified, “I 
wanted a preportionate amount of 
the “A” stock to go in with the 
“B” at the sale. A committee was 
appointed to take this up, but 
about a week later it was found 
negotiations had gone so far and 
so much “B” stoc khad been de- 
posited that nothing could be done 
about it. I think a few present at 
that meeting favored giving the 
“A” stock an opportunity.” 
Anderson, who has his own firm 
now, formerly fas connected with 
the now defunct firm of Loreuzo 
E. Anderson & Co., which was one 
of the houses that sold the “A” 
stock to the public for $36 a share 
in 1925-26. Counsel for the plain- 
tiffs tried to show that when War- 
ner Bros. later took over some of 
the “A” stock it was worth only 
about $10 a share, but did not get 
a definite answer from Anderson. It 
is alleged the equivalent paid by 
Warner Bros for the “B”’ stock was 
$72.80 a share. Investors lost large 
amounts in the “A” stock. 
Matched to Make Stock Sale. 
The receivership suit is backed 
by Harry Koplar, a former asso- 
ciate of the Skouras brothers, as is 
a similar suit against a subsidiary, 
the St. Louis Amusement Co. ‘The 
latter suit has been heard and soon 
will be argued by counsel. Skouras 
Bros. Enterprises owns a half in- 
terest in the Ambassador, Missouri 
and Grand Central Theaters and 
owns St. Louis Amusement, which 
operates neighborhood movies. 
Anderson testified that he had 
sold 250 to 200 shares of St. Louis 
Amusement preferreg stock to Kop- 
lar for $2 or $3 a share. “I matchea 
him, I think, double or quits,” An- 
derson remarked, laughing. Ander- 
son said that Koplar had been au- 
thorized by a stockholders’ com- 
mittee early this year to negotiate 
sale of Skouras “A” stock to War- 
ner Bros., with the understanding 
Koplar was to get 20 per cent of 
the proceeds over a certain amount, 
with an upward sliding scale of 
commission for a larger return. Not 
enough stockholders became inter- 
ested and the plan was dropped, 
Anderson added. 
Thomas R. Reyburn, a lawyer, 
also a director of Skouras Bros. 
before the sale to Warner Bros., 
testified it was part of the deal 
that the old directors were to re- 
sign. He said counsel represent- 
ing Warner Bros. handed him a 
prepared resignation. Reyburn 
did not own “B” stock but was on 
the board of directors as a spokes- 
man for “A” stockholders. “I un- 
derstood,” he said, “that the deal 
could have been dressed up so that 
Warner Bros. would havé taken a 
proportion of ‘A’ stock, too; it 
could have been included in some 
way.” 
While two brokerage houses sold 
the 25,000 shares of “A” stock to 
the public at $36 a share, or $900,- 
000, their commission amounted to 
about 20 per cent and Skouras 
Bros. realized about $29 a share, 
or $725,000, Reyburn said. “Those 
were boom times,’ ’the witness re- 
marked to Circuit Judge Hogan. 
High Price for Films. 
Plaintiffs’ counsel questioned an 
independent movie éxhibitor and 
managers of three film exchanges 
that are rivals to Warner Bros., to 
show that Skouras-Bros. now pay 
Warner Bros. more for pictures 
than other exhibitors pay. 
William J. Blake, a broker's 
tradre, who was nominally the 
original plaintiff in the suit, testi- 
fied he owned 12 shares of Skouras 
Bros. “B” stock and 45 ef “A” 
stock. He said he was induced to 
buy it because of representations 
of the baility of the Skouras broth- 
ers. He declared he was not noti- 
fied of the deal when the sale to 
Warner Bros. was made. 

Excerpts of a deposition by 
Charles Souras, manager of the 
Ambassador and Missouri theaters, 
were read, He testified that 
Skouras Bros. paid Warner Bros. 
$1750 a week for feature films be- 
foro the sale and $3250 a week 
afterwards, although the contract 
for the lower price was still in ef. 
fect. He explained that it was felt 
to be good business to pay War- 
ner Bros. as much as was paid Fa- 
mous Players, a rival producer; 
that the Warner pictures had the 
greater box office appeal and were 
more popular, and that the in- 
creased payment was considered an 
act of Sustice.

NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—New life 
insurance production last month 
was 19.5 per cent less than in Sep- 
tember of 1930, while the cumula- 
tive total for the first nine months 
this year showed a decline of 13.3 
per cent below the corresponding 
period last year, 

Total new business of all classes 
written by 44 member companies 
of the Association of Life Insur- 
ance Presidents last month was 
$720,218,000, compared with $894,- 
396,000 for September last year. 
New ordinary insurance amounted 
to $483,700,000, against $545,481,- 
000; industrial insurance $199,- 
218,000, against $210,423,000, and 
group insurance $37,300,000, 
against $138,492,000. For the first 
nine months total new business of 
these companies was $8,303,342,- 
000, compared with $9,572,897,000 
in the corresponding period last 
year.

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SAYS HYDROGEN FIELD 
IS COSMIC RAY SOURCE 


Dr. R. A. Millikan Declares 
This Is Far Beyond Vis- 
ible Stars. 


w OME, Oot. he -coamte rays— 


beams from a region far beyond 
the sun and visible stare—are 
changing and will continue to 
change ideas on the origin and 
destiny of the univers’, Prot. 
Robert <A. Millikan, American 
physiciat, said here yesterday. 

After describing recent discov- 
eries in the power and origin of 
cosmic rays to scientists who are 
meeting here. 

Experiments, he said, showed 
that cosmic rays come from a point 
hundreds of millions of miles be- 
yond the sun and visible stars an 
had nothing to do with either. 

Furthermore, the energy of cos- 

mic rays is equal to if-not greater 
than all other radiant energies 
eombined, including those of the 
sun. This tremendous energy—one 
cosmic ray is of 786,000,000 volt 
electrons—comes from a vast field 
of hydrogen, which is at an almost 
incalculable distance beyond the 
sun, Dr. Millikan said. 
' “Results of our experiments in 
cosmic rays seem destined,” he 
added, “‘to influence profoundly all 
theories of the origin and des- 
tiny of the universe, not only the 
present ones, but all future 
theories. 

“Due credit must be given to the 
fact that opening the door to this 
amazing new knowledge is due 
only to the experimentalists. 

“Theorists always have been nu- 
merous, especially in astronomy, 
and they have placed great confi- 
dence in their conclusions, No one, 
however, who speculated on the 
nature of the universe ever fore- 
eaw the existence of cosmic rays. 
In fact, no one ever dreamed of 
them.” . 

Dr. Millikan contradicted the 
principle of thermo-dynamics that 
all forms of energy have a ten- 
dency to change into heat and to 
radiate away from the earth. 

“This has been considered by 
some as conclusive proof for the- 
ories of the origin and destiny of 
the universe,” he said. “But it 
has not even taken account of the 
largest source of radiant energy 
there is. 

“The energy carried by cosmic 
rays throughout the universe is as 
great as, or perhaps greater than, 
all other radiant energies taken to- 
gether.” 

Cosmic rays originate, Dr. Milli- 
kan said, in the building up of 
atoms from hydrogen at an unde- 
termined point many times the dis- 
tance of the sun from the earth.

An investigation of the whole- 
someness of the St. Louis milk sup- 
ply will be recommended to the 
Board of Aldermen tomorrow by 
the Public Welfare Conimittee, the 
committee . decided today after 
hearing statémients of Health Com- 
missioner Starkloff and <A. D. 
Lynch, secretdry-manager of the 
Sanitary Milk Producers. 

Protests against Dr, Starkloff’s 
“moratorium” on the ordinance re- 
quirement of separate screened 
milk houses on farms sending milk 
into St. Louis resulted in the reso- 
lution for investigation, which was 
offered by Alderman Neu of the 
Thirteenth Ward. The ordinance 
was effective in March, 1928, but 
the milk house provision was not 
enforced until last spring, when a 
number of farmers were cut off the 
St. Louis market for failure tc 
comply. 

Lynch said construction of the 
houses, costing $43 to $200 each 
and uveraging $60, had cost mem- 
bers of the association a total of 
$700,000. He said they had com- 
plied willingly despite the fact that 
the order came in the busy plant- 
ing season, and for that reason 
considered Dr. Starkloff’s mora- 
torium Sept. 9, enabling Pevely 
Dairy Co. to buy milk anywhere 
during the _ association’s strike 
against that dairy, was unfaig and 
discriminatory. 

Lynch declared that even since 
the ~“‘moratorium” was issued to 
the dairy from which the associa- 
tion is withholding milk, inspectors 
had ordered some members of the 
association to make milk house re- 
pairs. In response to a question by 
Alderman Wimer, he said the pur- 
pose of the co-operative was not 
to control the retail price of milk, 
but to educate farmers to produce 
good milk at low cost and to ob- 
tain a fair price for it. 

“You gentlemen are welcome to 
sit in <: any meeting to determine 
prices,” he said. “We have no 
cancern with any but the price paid 
the farmers. It would be plain 
folly fcz the producers ever to at- 
tempt to raise the price out of pro- 
portion with general market levels, | 
because temporary prosperity would | 
draw so many farmers into the 
dairy business that soon none of 
them could make a living at it.”’ 
Dr. Starkloff said all the milk 
coming into St. Louis was fully 
inspected, that some had been re- 
jected under health standards for 
bottle milk and used for by-prod- 
ucts, and that the Pevely Dairy 
Co. had co-operated fully with the 
inspectors. He said Pevely no 
longer obtained milk from Wiscon- 
sin, but was getting 89 per cent 
from its own producers -and the 
remaipder from Marshall, Mo., and 
read an affidavit of a State in- 
spector to excellent sanitary con- 
ditions there. 

He described milk houses as an 
accessory but not an essential to 
the production of clean milk, 
lack of a milk house did not pre- 
vent the sanitary production, he 
remarked, any more than the lack 
of a white gown would prevent a 
surgeon from performing an op- 
eration. 

“If we enforced every provision 
of the milk ordinance to the let- 
ter,”’ he declared, “I venture to say 
that not 10,000 gallons of milk 
would come into St. Louis daily.” 
“Do you “cirn .» say that you 
can’t enforce the milk ordinance?’”’ 
asked Alderman Wimer: 

“It would require 150 inspec- 
tors,”’ said Dr. Starkloff. “But the 
health of St Louis is safeguarded 
by pasteurization, and the en- 
forcement of the supplementary 
provisions is a work of education. 
It can’t be enforced otherwise any 
more than you can enforce prohibi- 
tion. We are extending that edu- 
cation among the farmers as rapid- 
ly as it can be done, and I believe 
the Sanitary Milk Producers are 
trying also to educate them up to 
the right sanitary standards.” 


U. S. Deputies on Milk Trucks to 
Be Paid by Pevely Co. 
SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Oct. 15.— 
U. 8S. Marshal C. W. Cushing, armed 
with an order from Federal Judge 
Louis FitzHenry authorizing him to 
hire any number of deputies re- 
quired, was preparing today to en- 
force an injunction restraining in- 
terference with milk shipments to 
the Pevely Dairy Co. of St. Louis. 
The dairy company will pay the 
expenses of the extra deputies, ac- 

cording to the order. 

The Pevely company told the 
Court that numerous threats nave 
been made against it since the in- 
junction was issued and another 
outbreak is feared unless deputies 
are permitted to ride on each truck 
hauling milk to the St. Louis dairy.

Church and state have been sepa- 
rated in Russia, the principal strength of the Greek 
Church. Church and state have been separated in 
Mexico, the richest of the old Spanish colonies. The 
end long ago came in France and Portugal, and more 
recently in Chile. The church will have to learn to 
work in its own sphere, to forego its dreams of tem- 
poral power.

Greatly as We esteem H. G. Wells in his own field, 
we cannot share his belief that the world is upon 
the verge of collapse. ; 

The world is paying for two of the greatest follies 
in history. It first sent some 25 nations out to the 
battlefield of Armageddon, and then it decreed that 
the losers should pay the bill. The war was bad 
énough. Let us consider the British. They went 
into it because they hoped to head off the Germans. 
The Germans were ifivading the markets of the world 
to the disparagemént of British trade. They were 
also threatening the supremacy ofthe British navy 
with one of their own. In stopping the Gernians, 
the English all but stoppéd themselves. Wheh they 
Came out of the war, the United States had made off 
with much of theif foreign trade, and the fact that 
even some of the colonies had gone into manufac 
turing did for much, of the rest. Result, unemploy- 
ment, the dole, and Columbia, if she will, queen of 
the seaé. 

The second great folly was committed by the 
United States when the war ended.

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POLICE RADIO IN THE COUNTY. 

St. Louis County, though a rural region over a 
large part of its aréa, has many of a city’s crime 
problems betauseé of its location. Holdups, murders and 
bombings oecur along its isolated roads with discon- 
certing frequency. The county’s 20 deputies, its sole 
motor patrol force outside the towns, obviously face 
a hard task in safeguarding the 500 square miles 
comprising their beat. Now the county is about to 
install radio receivers in 11 patrol cars, thereby 
joining in the greatest advance police service has 
seen in many years. Officers will be able to speed 
to the scene of trouble immediately, instead of de- 
pending on télephone orders or aimless cruising. 
Co-operation with the city’s police radio is logical, for 
the criminal problems of the two jurisdictions are 
identical or overlapping in most instances. St. Louis 
has had police radio for more than a year, with most 
satisfactory results in reducing crime and capturing 
criminals. According to Chief Gerk, it “has made 
robbery and burglary particularly hazardous crimes.”

was one of the first Senators from Pénn- 
‘sylvania. He lasted only two yéats in the 
Senate—not much longer than Grundy— 
having drawn one of the short térms in 
the first classification by lot and being de- 
nied re-election because his rathér primi- 
tive and rugged democracy offended thé 
moreéy power of Philadelaphia. But while 
hé was in the Senate he kept a diafy, in 
which hé sets forth his estimates of men 
and manners of those herdic times in @ 
stylé that is always informativé, frequent- 
ly entértaifiing and not infrequently caustic. 
* * . 

From an éxamination of the “Journal” 
oné may formulate the rather trite axiom 
that human nature, as exemplified in poli- 
tics, is the one constant factéf running un- 
changed through all ages and all forms of 
government. Politics borrows and expands 
nature’s famous first law, whether it be in 
votes to line one’s own pockets by fund- 
ing a depreciated revolutionary débt at par 
or in approval of sumptuary legislation or 
hare-brained economic schemes promoted 
by organized and vociferous grotips threat- 
ening defeat to those who oppose their de- 
mands.

Gov. Ritchie said the problem 
of the hour, in his opinion, is how 
to make “politics and economics 
understand. each other, pull to- 
gether for the common good and 
bring order out of the existing 
chaos—a chaos which may be due 
nearly as much to psychologic as 
to economic or political causes, but 
which in any event has no earthly 
right to exist in this era of intellec- 
tual enlightenment and material 

lenty. It seems to me that this 
eadership must come from  eéco- 
nomics. The day for meeting a 
crisis by beating the political tom- 
toms has passed. The scientific 
and trained mind of the nation 
must be drafted and must be 
listened to. That is always a hard 
thing for politics to do. 

“It may be bad politics to say 
it, but there is no magic remedy. 
All .the things which created the 
wealth of our past, we still have. 
The foundations on which real 
prosperity must build are. still 
here. He must have little faith 
in his country or little vision of 
the future who cannot foresee at 
last a prosperity greater than ever. 

“Of little use can political lead- 
ership be when, with a surplus of 
cotton and a deficit of clothes, the 
most it can tll the planter who 
has stood the cost of growing his 
cotton, is to stand now the cost of 
plowing up ind destroying every 
third row of it. It secms almost 
as if a panic was required to make 
us see—if indeed we do see—that 
the law of supply and demand atill 
works. 

“The question of forced indus- 
trial employment -is upon us. I be- 
lieve it to be true that a nation’s 
supreme obligation is to protect its 
citizenship. If its citizens are 
threatened or attacked, Govern- 
ment must guard them or defend 
them. Both social justice and its 
own material welfare demand that 
industry should plan some provi- 
sion for its labor when enforced

leagues, has passed out of the 
baseball picture, he having 
drawn his unconditional release 
(by request) from the Rochester 
Club. George is t years older 
than Babe Ruth, 39, and hasn't 
had so much wear and tear on 
his frame as the Babe has ex- 
perienced. 

Still, his legs are all shot, His 
range in covering first base has 
grown very limited. His hitting 
was still good, but he felt that 
the curtain was due to come 
down—and he beat the bell. 

One of the greatest players of 
all time thus joins the inactives 
of the baseball world. Sisler has 
attained heights that no other 
first baseman of any year or pe- 
riod ever surpassed.

MERICAN decoration is now 
A “soins native.” 

Not that we are to suffer 
from a new rash of birch-bark sou- 
venirs and chief's heads burned.on 
leather. The new vogue has its in- 
spiration in the colorful Indian art 
of rugs, Daskets, pottery and totem 
poles, and the decorators are adapt- 
ing it to the home of 1931 Ameri- 
cans. 

For @ recreation room, a boy's 
room in the winter home, or the 
living room of a summer camp, the 
Indian decorations are particularly 
happy. 

A basement or other large room 
with a big stone fireplace makes 
an ideal setting for an Indian room. 
The walls might be painted green- 
gray while the beams, supports and 
ceiling m‘rh. be decorated in bright 
Indian motifs in orange, yellow, 
blue and green. 

Very effective in another ar- 
rangement would be gaily carved 
and painted tote. poles set around 
the walls about six feet apart, and 
running up to the ceiling.
